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Britain’s Bid for Scandinavian Trade

RITAIN is sometimes accused of lack of enterprise in sales promotion, especially in those 
B traditional markets nearer home which still account for so large a part of our trade. The 

British Exhibition at Copenhagen, which opens on September 29, provides an opportunity 
for British manufacturers to demonstrate the performance, variety and versatility of their products 
in a group of markets where competition is extremely keen; and it is an opportunity of which full 
advantage has been taken. Almost every section of industry is strongly represented; and from the 
opening day until October 16, when the Exhibition closes, there will be a continuous series of special 
events — ranging from performances of Shakespeare to a visit by the Royal Navy — which will focus 
attention on Britain and attract businessmen and their families from all parts of Scandinavia and 
from even farther afield. 


The importance of the Scandinavian markets can hardly be overrated. In 1954 the United 
Kingdom exported goods worth £93 million to Sweden, £82 million to Denmark, £69 million to 
Norway and {£32 million to Finland — the last a market which is expanding considerably as restrictions 
are withdrawn. In total this was only £3 million less than our exports to Australia, our largest single 
market, and represented 36-8 per cent. of our exports to Europe as a whole. On the other side of the 
picture, we are Denmark’s, Sweden’s and Norway’s largest customer. It is obvious that it is in their 
interests as well as our own that trade should be maintained at a high level; but our share of the 
market can only be held, let alone increased, if we can supply goods of the high quality and good 
design which Scandinavia expects at competitive prices and with reasonable delivery. The Exhibition 
will provide the best evidence of Britain’s determination to meet these requirements. 


The conception of an all-British exhibition is itself a remarkable example of co-operation between 
two countries which recognize that they have a common interest in trade. The present exhibition 
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like its predecessor in 1948, which attracted a million visitors, is 
sponsored jointly by the British Import Union of Denmark, under 
its indefatigable President, Mr. Christian Saugman, and the 
Federation of British Industries. The B.I.U., which is an association 
of Danish importers from Britain, has shown its faith in multilateral 
trade, recognizing that although part of the business which results 
from the exhibition will eventually be handled by Swedish, Norwegian 
or Finnish importers, any stimulation of trade is in the long run of 
benefit to all concerned. There is one important difference in 
organization between the 1948 and 1955 exhibitions, in that the 
Federation of British Industries now possesses itsown wholly-owned 
subsidiary company, British Overseas Fairs Ltd., and it is this company 
which is responsible for the detailed management of the exhibition 
under its general manager, Mr. D. A. Lamb. The company was 
originally formed to run the British Trade Fair at Bagdad last year. 


Concentration of Exhibits 


Another difference is that in 1948 the exhibition was split up 
among no less than six sites — an obviously inconvenient arrangement. 
This time it is concentrated in two, which together provide about 
the same net stand space, 125,000 sq. ft., as in 1948. The first of these, 
the Forum, is Copenhagen’s only permanent exhibition building, 
standing just by the Danish Broadcasting Company’s new head- 
quarters. By a fortunate coincidence it was in any case being enlarged 
and reconstructed, so that the British Exhibition will be the first to 
take place in it in its new form. 

In addition, two British pre-trapricated Buildings have been 
erected to provide additional space, one of which will house the motor- 
car section, and an imposing entrance feature has been specially 
erected. The other site is the Tivoli Gardens, one of Copenhagen’s 
most famous features which attracts visitors from all over the world. 
The gardens were modelled originally on Vauxhall in London and 
when they were first opened in 1843 bore the name ‘Vauxhall and 
Tivoli.’ By an odd turn of events it was to Tivoli that the organizers 
of the Festival of Britain in 1951 turned for a model for the Battersea 
Pleasure Gardens. The gardens cover an area of about 20 acres, with 
a lake, fun-fairs and a bewildering number of cafes and restaurants. 

A number of these buildings have been temporarily converted for 
the purposes of the British Exhibition — for example, one of the largest 
restaurants will for the time being become a Buyers’ and Exhibitors’ 
Club. Four large British pre-fabricated buildings have also been 
erected for the occasion. These are steel-framed buildings, sheathed in 
asbestos, and were brought to the site complete with electric wiring 
already installed. One of the biggest problems which the organizers 
have had to face is that the gardens are open to the public during the 
summer months — and open to some purpose, for the average number 
of visitors passing the turnstiles is about 28,000 a day —- and work 
on the site could only begin after they closed at the end of the season, 
on September 11. 


Engineering Section 

Broadly speaking, the Forum and its pre-fabricated annexes will 
house the heavier exhibits and the Tivoli Gardens will be devoted 
mainly to consumer goods. Engineering, in the Forum, is by far the 
largest section of the whole exhibition. About 70 British firms will 
be classified under the heading of general engineering, another 31 
will be showing machine tools, there will be 26 producers of iron and 
steel, aluminium and other metals, and other specialized groups will 
include marine engineering, pumps, aero engines and agricultural 
machinery. These engineering exhibits will range from miniature 
ball bearings at one extreme to a sectional model of an L.C.C. power 
house incorporating two gas turbines. The electrical section will 
include examples of equipment for guidance systems for guided 
missiles, starting equipment for aircraft, street lighting, and com- 
munications. One exhibit, for example, will be a facsimile system for 
the electronic transmission of written messages between locations 
connected by ordinary telephone land-lines. 

In the motor-car section, housed in the larger pre-fabricated 
building on the Forum site, 20 of the leading makers of British cars 
and accessories will be represented. In this connection, though it 
appears separately in the plastics section, a particularly interesting

exhibit will be a complete car body made of polyester glass laminate. 
Another of the largest sections will be office equipment, where the 
aids to efficiency shown will include addressing machines, key-driven 
adding machines, numbering machines and filing systems. Among 
them will be a new machine for the collection of fares and admissions, 
which is already on trial in Copenhagen. Other classes of product 
shown in the Forum will be bicycles and accessories, radio, building 
materials, chemicals, plastics, domestic equipment, photographic 
material and floor coverings. 

The Board of Trade has an official trade inquiry stand in the Forum, 
with a display representing British design and craftsmanship in the 
domestic arts from the eighteenth century till now, with a glimpse 
into the future. The past will be represented by china, silver, cutlery, 
glass and fabrics lent by the Victoria and Albert Museum, and the 
present by 56 examples of modern work now in commercial production, 
chosen by the Council of Industrial Design. China, glass, cutlery and 
fabrics designed and made by students of the Royal College of Art 
provide the glimpse into the future. 


Radio and Electronics 


Other features of special interest in the Forum will be collective 
displays by the Scientific Instrument Manufacturers’ Association 
and the Radio and Electronic Component Manufacturers’ Federation. 
Both industries are also well represented on the stands of individual 
firms. There will be a display of some 1,500 books, mostly in uniform 
editions, arranged by the British Council im collaboration with the 
Publishers’ Association. Trade films will be shown throughout the 
exhibition in a specially equipped cinema; and to provide a lighter 
note there will be a display of British cartoons. 

In the Tivoli Gardens the main emphasis will be on consumer 
goods, but there is one notable exception — the outdoor section devoted 
to contractors’ plant and earth-moving equipment. The products of 
the 15 firms represented here will include the largest single exhibits 
in the show, such as mobile cranes and excavators. One notable exhibit 
is @ mono-rail concrete transporter, requiring no driver, which is 
already in use on a new television building under construction in 
Copenhagen. 

Textiles will be predominant in the Tivoli Gardens, and are being 
shown in two ways. First, the textile section itself, with 45 exhibitors, 
will be the largest in the whole exhibition after engineering. Scottish 
tweeds, which have always been popular in Scandinavia, tartans and 
travelling rugs will be prominent. In addition to the individual displays 
there will be a collective exhibit by the British Man-Made Fibres 
Federation, whose members’ products find an important market in 
Denmark and the other countries. 


Fashion Review in Glass Theatre 

Secondly, British fabrics and fashions will be presented in a 
Sramatized form in the ‘Fashion Revue,’ which is expected to be 
one of the main attractions. This will take place three times a day in 
the Glassalen, a theatre built of glass and seating 900, which, until it 
is superseded by a new theatre now under construction, is normally 
used for orchestral concerts. Each performance, lasting over an hour, 
consists of 15 scenes illustrating the passing of a full day from morning 
to night, with the garments appropriate to each occasion. 

They include, for example, a scene in which the models descend 
from a London bus in real rain, wearing British mackintoshes; a 
shopping scene; a domestic scene; and a wedding. The products 
shown in this way include not only garments made in Britain, but 
also garments made up in Denmark from British fabrics or from 
fabrics woven locally from British man-made fibres. Four British 
mannequins — one each from England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales -— 
will be taking part, together with nine Danish girls and two male 
models, one British and one Danish. In addition to clothing, they will 
also show shoes and accessories, including spectacles. As a permanent 
background to the Revue there will be a display of more than 200 
British fabrics supplied by over 100 firms. 

Elsewhere in the Tivoli Gardens the pottery and glass section will 
be one of the most important. There will be more than 20 exhibitors 
from the Potteries and one of the glass-making firms will be showing 
a model of a plate glass grinding machine, the original of which is 
71 feet longer than the liner Queen Elizabeth Another large section 
contains rubber products, ranging from tubeless tyres to flooring. 

In view of the fact that Britain is dependent on Denmark for a 
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large part of her food supplies, it may seem surprising that British 
manufactured and processed foods will occupy an important place, 
but there is a good market for confectionery, cocoa and chocolate, 
biscuits and other specialities. One firm is including Christmas pud- 
dings ameng its exhibits, and another will have as the centrepiece of 
its display an enormous cake decorated with scenes from Denmark 
and Britain. A leading firm of tea exporters is sending a converted 
double-decker London bus and will use it as a stand on which to 
demonstrate the proper way of making and serving tea. 


Sports Goods, Jewellery, Silverware 


Sports goods, with 18 exhibitors, will form another section, includ- 
ing fishing tackle and sporting guns. Leatherware, fancy goods, 
costume jewellery and cutlery will also be well represented. There 
will be a particularly impressive display of silverware, both antique 
and modern, by a famous London livery company which is exhibiting 
abroad for the first time since the war. A large section under the head- 
ing of general and sales services will include a number of leading 
British insurance companies, the Port of London Authority and the 
Leith Dock Commission, British European Airways and the British 
Travel and Holidays Association, and the British Broadcasting 
Corporation. British publishing houses will be represented by a 
number of individual stands and by a display of trade and technical 
journals in the Buyers’ and Exhibitors’ Clubs both in the Forum and 
the Tivoli Gardens. 


In the Tivoli Gardens there are a number of special features 
designed to attract the public. Part of the lake, which was once the 
moat surrounding the City walls, will be made into a profile map of 
the British and Scandinavian coastlines, with the air and sea com- 
munications between them outlined in neon lights. Close by there will 
be a fountain, powered by a British fire-pump, throwing a jet of water 
a hundred feet into the air. Undoubtedly, the greatest draw, however, 
will be “The Britannia,’ one of the existing buildings converted into a 
replica of an old English inn. It will be open to the public for the sale 
of British beer and spirits —- the manufacturers of which will also be 
strongly represented in the exhibition itself - as well as Danish lager. 
British posters will be displayed about the grounds and will be the 
subject of a competition judged by the Danish Advertising Association. 


British Military Tattoo 

Outside the exhibition itself there will be a large number of events 
aimed at attracting visitors to the exhibition and to ‘bring Britain to 
Scandinavia.’ Of these the most spectacular will be a British military 
tattoo, combining items from the Edinburgh Tattoo and the 
Tournament. It will take place twice nightly on the Danish Life 
Guards’ parade ground at Rosenborg Castle, in the centre of Copen- 
hagen, where stands for 12,500 spectators have been erected by a 
British contractor and special British-made lighting equipment has 
been installed. This is the first time that a British tattoo has been 
shipped abroad complete from the United Kingdom, and the transport 
and housing of the 800 troops taking part has been a formidable 
undertaking. The programme includes massed bands of the Royal 
Marines, the Coldstream Guards, the Buffs (of which the King of 
Denmark is Colonel-in-Chief) and the Black Watch; a musical ride 
by the mounted band of the Life Guards ; pipes and drums provided by 
Highland Regiments, supported by contingents from the Common- 
wealth; Highland dancing; a motor-cycle display by the Royal Corps 
of Signals; and a jeep assembly competition between teams of the 
Royal Electrical and Mechanical Engineers. The salute will be taken 
at the first performance by H.R.H. King Frederik IX of Denmark 
and at a later performance by H.R.H. the Duke of Edinburgh, whose 
arrival on October 12 in the Royal yacht Britannia is eagerly awaited. 

The Duke’s arrival will also be the signal for an impressive turnout 
of British yachts which will have gone to Copenhagen specially for 
the occasion. They will include a number maintained by British 
industrial companies for demonstration purposes and carrying the 
latest navigational devices. Earlier during the period of the exhibition 
there will be a visit, on October 6, by the Commander-in-Chief, 
Home Fleet, Admiral Sir Michael Denny, flying his flag in the fast 
mine layer Apollo and accompanied by the aircraft-carrier Albion 
and the Daring-class ships Decoy and Diana. 


From October 5 to October 10 there will be performances of 
‘Much Ado About Nothing’ and ‘King Lear’ by the Shakespeare 
Memorial Theatre Company, led by Sir John Gielgud and Miss Peggy

Ashcroft. Other special events will include an international speedway 
race, an international football match between England and Denmark, 
a race meeting, an Anglo-Danish boxing competition and an Anglo- 
Danish golf match. 


The opening of the exhibition itself will be performed by the 
King of Denmark at a ceremony at the Town Hall on September 29. 
He will be supported by the President of the Board of Trade. Another 
notable event will be a dinner given by the Federation of British 
Industries towards the end of the exhibition, at which the guests of 
honour will include the Duke of Edinburgh and the Minister of 
State, Board of Trade, as well as many prominent Danish personalities 
who have contributed to the organization of the exhibition. 

In all, the exhibition should prove a notable occasion for the 
strengthening of the traditional ties of friendship between Britain and 
the Scandinavian countries, and an impressive demonstration of 
Britain’s ability to supply the goods they need. 


Board of Trade Exhibit at the Fair 


THE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
and his Permanent Secretary, Sir Frank Lee, will be present at the 
opening of the British Exhibition in Copenhagen on Thursday, 
September 29. The Minister of State, Mr. A. R. W. Low, is also 
expected to visit the exhibition before it closes on October 16. 

As stated above the Board of Trade will have an inquiry stand 
in the Forum building, staffed by members of the commercial depart- 
ment of the British Embassy, who will be able to give visitors detailed 
information about United Kingdom manufacturers, agencies, export 
credit guarantees, tariffs, import and export licences. 

The stand will also seek to give an impression of Britain’s achieve- 
ment in the field of domestic design. A representative selection of 
articles will be displayed, illustrating craftsmanship in domestic 
ware from the 18th century to the present time and providing also 
a glimpse of things to come. In view of the purpose of the display, 
items in it have been chosen on their merits instead of confining the 
selection strictly to items already on sale in Scandinavia. 

In order to show how contemporary design has been influenced by 
the best English traditional work, the Board of Trade will show 56 
modern items all of which are in current production. They have been 
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chosen by the Council of Industrial Design in London from ‘Design 
Review,’ and will include: 

Pottery: Dishes, plates'and tea-sets in bone china, fine earthen- 
ware and stoneware, by foremost British designers. Some of 
the patterns are suggested by their names — ‘Country Lane,’ 
*‘Symmetry,’ ‘Golden Sheaf.’ 

Cutlery: Knives, forks and spoons in E.P.N.S. and stainless 
steel, with handles of walnut, rosewood, bone china and xylonite. 

Glassware: Tumblers, goblets and decanters in lead crystal 
and a cut crystal bowl. 

Furnishing fabrics: A woven fabric of wool, cotton and 
linen; screen printed cottons; a ‘Sunflowers’ design on printed 
linen, vat-dyed; a fabric of red cotton and worsted. 

The past will be represented by specimens of English porcelain, 
earthenware, glass, silverware and printed fabrics made between 
the years 1716 and the end of the 19th century, all of which have been 
lent to the Board of Trade by the Victoria and Albert Museum im 
London. These are some of the items: 


Porcelain: One of a pair of early English vases (Worcester) 
of about the year 1770. A breakfast cup and saucer, decorated 
in imitation of Chinese porcelain mark B, and crescent incised. 
(Worcester about 1800.) 

Glass: Decanter made in the second half of the 18th century; 
clear glass engraved on the wheel. Green glass jug spirally striped 
with white, made at Nailsea in the early part of the 19th century, 

Silver: Early salt cellar, gilt inside, the feet cast and chased 
and the bowl decorated with applied leaves. Made by Paul 
Crespin, with London hallmark for 1730-1. Early English spoon 
with rat-tail on bowl, made by Nathaniel Roe of Foster Lane. 
London hallmark for 1716-7. 

Fabrics: “Tulip,’ cotton printed in colours from wood blocks, 
designed by William Morris, 1875. ‘Daffodil,’ cotton printed in 
colours from wood blocks, designed by William Morris, 1895. 
Glazed chintz, cotton printed in colours from wood blocks, 1812. 

Finally, there will be a selection of articles designed and made by 
students of the Royal College of Art in London, to illustrate the work 
of Britain’s designers of the future. Among their exhibits will be a 
tea plate in green enamel and gold, a decanter, a candlestick, and an 
oak-leaf dish. 
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High Level of United Kingdom Overseas 
Trade in August 


AS WAS TO BE EXPECTED, the latest export figures show a marked 
recovery from the effects of the strikes which severely depressed the 
figures for June and July. Although United Kingdom exports in 
August are normally low because of holidays, the value recorded 
this year, £264-2 million, was the highest figure ever reached for a 
single month. Taking June, July and August together, however, 
the average rate of exports, £214-6 million, was still well below the 
level reached in the earlier part of the year. In the first eight months 
of 1955 exports were 5 per cent. higher than in the corresponding 
period of 1954. It seems likely that, as was the case after the October 
1954 dock strike, further —- although probably smaller — instalments 
of catching up on delayed shipments will be reflected in the figures 
for two or three months to come. Chemicals, machinery and manu- 
factures of metal were prominent in contributing to the high figure 
for August. Re-exports, £10-0 million in August, were the highest 
since March; shipments of copper to the United States accounted 
for a large part of the increase in this category. 

Imports, valued at £342-3 million in August, were probably affected 
to a small extent, as in July, by the arrival of cargoes delayed by the 
strike. After falling in the second quarter the level of imports has 
returned in July and August close to the rate in the first quarter. 
From January to August 1955 the value of imports was 16 per cent. 
higher than in the same period of 1954. The import price index rose 
by 4 per cent. between the two periods; the increase in volume of 
imports was approximately one-eighth. Imports of meat, cereals, 
rubber, timber, woodpulp, metal ores and scrap, iron and steel, 
coal and petroleum were all high in August. 

The excess of imports, valued c.i.f., over exports and re-exports, 
valued f.o.b., was £68-1 million in August. The average for the three 
strike-affected months June to August, £100-2 million, compares 
with a monthly rate of £65-4 million in the period January to May. 
For the first eight months of 1955 the visible trade deficit was £34 
million a month greater than in the corresponding period of 1954. 


Area Pattern of Trade 


A feature of the August figures was that a large part of the increase 
in exports was to the sterling area (which, however, had been most 
severely affected in June and July by the strikes). Total exports 
to the sterling area were {136-7 million, £34-4 million more than in 
July and £11-0 million above the rate in the first five months of 1955. 
Shipments to all the main sterling area markets except the Irish 
Republic shared in the increase; they were particularly large to 
India (£143 million). 

Total exports to the non-sterling world in August were £137°6 
million, £8-8 million more than in July and £6°3 million above the 
rate for January to May. Although total exports to the dollar area 
had already shown a marked recovery in July from the effects of the 
strikes there was a further increase of £49 million in August, and at 
£41-5 million they were £8-4 million above the rate in the first five 
months of the year. Total exports to O.E.E.C. countries, which were 
less affected during the strike period, were, however, fairly sharply 
lower in August at £61-7 million, both compared with July (£67-8 
million) and the rate for January to May (£70-2 million); they were, 
however, £1} million higher than in August 1954. Total exports to 
the other countries of the non-sterling world were £34:4 million, 
£10-0 million above July and £6°5 million above the January-May 
rate. 


The area pattern for imports did not show such a marked change 
in August. Imports from the sterling area, at £136-1 million, were 
very slightly higher than in July and level with the average rate in 
the first half of 1955. From the non-sterling world imports were 
£206-2 million, 1 per cent. higher than in July and 14 per cent. 
higher than the rate in the first half year. Within this total, dollar 
imports at £74-5 million were £4-5 million below the high figure 
for July but still £8-6 million above the first half-year rate. Imports 
from the O.E.E.C. countries at £84-0 million were £4-2 million above 
July and £8-7 million above the January-June rate. Imports from 
other non-sterling countries at £47-7 million were over £2 million 
more than in July and £7} million above the first half year’s average. 


As a result of the change in the distribution of trade with the various 
areas, particularly for exports, the visible trade balance in August 


with the sterling and dollar areas improved while the deficit with 
O.E.E.C. countries increased sharply. With the sterling area there 
was a small surplus of £4 million compared with an average deficit 
of £19 million in the first half of 1955. The visible trade deficit with 
the dollar area was £33 million against £43 million in July and

£344 million in the first half year. With O.E.E.C. countries, however, 
the deficit rose from £12 million in July to £22 million in August, 
compared with £8 million a month in the first half of the year. 


Commodity Pattern of Trade 


Exports 

Among the widespread increases in United Kingdom exports in 
August a number of particular classes of goods stand out. In some 
cases — notably iron and steel-these were goods which had been 
especially severely affected by the strikes. In general, with apparently 
a fair part of the recovery in delayed shipments still to be reflected 
in future months’ figures, it is difficult to judge the incidence of the

strike between different goods, or to make any close assessment of 
the underlying trends. 

Shipments of engineering products amounted to £100 million and 
contributed nearly £15 million to the total rise in exports between 
July and August. Machinery other than electric rose by over £7 
million to nearly £43 million and there was an even sharper proportion- 
ate rise for electric machinery of £6 million to £19 million. Exports 
of road vehicles and aircraft at £28 million showed relatively little 
change from July or from the rate in the first half of the year; exports 
of aeroplanes and parts were £0-9 million less and of cars £1:1 million

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less than in July but exports of commercial vehicles and of cycles 
were each £0°8 million higher. 

Exports of metals and metal manufactures amounted to nearly 
£37 million, an increase of £8 million over July. The iron and steel 
division rose by nearly £34 million to £14} million, slightly exceeding 
the level of the first five months of the year, and metal manufactures 
were up by nearly £4} million over July. 

Exports of textiles were £34} million including wool tops, £7} 
million more than in July and the highest figure reached this year. 
Exports of wool tops at £4:2 million were £2-0 million above the 
low figure for July. Wool yarns and fabrics rose by £1-8 million to 
£9°3 million, and cotton yarns and fabrics rose by £1:4 million to 
£9-1 million; the latter figure was, however, nearly £4 million below 
the monthly rate for the first quarter of the year. 

Exports of chemicals reached £22} million, nearly £4} million 
more than in July and about £3 million above the rate for January-May. 

Among other classes of exports, coal and petroleum were both a 
little higher than in July but below the rate for the first half year. 
Exports of sugar and sugar preparations rose by £0-8 million. It was 
a particularly good month for exports of whisky which amounted to 
£4-2 million, compared with an average of £3-3 million a month in 
the first half year. 


Imports 


The main feature of the August figures was a further sharp rise 
in the imports of basic materials. At £111 million, imports in this 
class were £10 million more than in July and £21 million above the 
monthly rate for the first half year. Imports of coal and petroleum 
were £3 million more than in July and £5 million above the first 
half year rate. Food, beverages and tobacco, at £114 million, were, 
however, £5 million less than in July and £8} million below the rate 
for January-June. Imports of manufactured goods at £78 million

were £5 million less than in July but still over £7 million above the 
first half year rate. The tendency since the first quarter of the year 
for basic materials and certain types of manufactured goods, which 
in practice must also be regarded as supplies for British industry, 
to form an increasing part of total imports therefore continued in 
August. 


Imports of cereals and cereal preparations which had fallen in the 
second quarter and in July compared with the first quarter, rose to 
£21 million in August, only £4 million below the first quarter rate. 
Meat imports at £24-3 million were also substantially higher than 
in the second quarter. Imports of fruits and vegetables, however, 
which were unusually high at £22 million in July, fell to just under 
£18 million in August. Imports of sugar fell seasonally to £4-8 
million, £4:3 million below the rate for the first half year. Imports 
of tobacco at £7-9 million were over £2 million less than in July, 
but were still high in relation to the usual seasonal pattern. 

In the basic materials class, imports of wood and cork which were 
high in July, rose by a further £1} million to £224 million; arrivals 
of coniferous sawn timber, etc., amounted to 197,000 standards 
valued at £16-3 million. Imports of sheeps’ and lambs’ wool at £16 
million, only £1 million below the first half year rate, were also high 
in relation to the normal seasonal pattern for this commodity. Cotton 
imports at £9 million were nearly £2 million higher than in July, but 
only level with the monthly rate for the first half year. Arrivals of 
raw rubber and latex in August amounted to 31,000 tons compared 
with an average of 23,000 tons in the first seven months of the year; 
the average value per ton rose from £264 in July to £276 in August. 
Imports of pulp and waste paper st £10-7 million were over £2 
million above the rate in the first half year. 
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Imports of coal in August amounted to £8-0 million, £1-8 million 
more than in July. Total imports for the first eight months of 1955 
amounted to £474 million compared with just over £6 million in the 
same period of 1954. Imports of petroleum and petroleum products 
were also rather higher in August at £30-1 million, £24 million above 
the rate for the first half year. 

Iron and steel imports showed a further increase in August to 
£9-4 million, nearly £3 million above the first half year rate. Total 
imports in this division so far this year have amounted to nearly £57 
million compared with just over £19 million in January-August 1954. 
Imports of non-ferrous base metals at £21-1 million were £2} million 
less than in July but £3 million above the average level in the first 
half year. Imports of chemicals at £9-1 million were slightly lower 
than in the first half year. Imports of cotton yarns and fabrics in 
August amounted to £2-1 million, rather higher than in June and 
July, but below the rate in the earlier months of the year. Imports 
of machinery, including electric machinery, etc., at £10-2 million, 
showed only a small increase over July but were £0:8 million above 
the average rate for the first half year. 

Detailed particulars of United Kingdom imports, exports and 
re-exports were published on September 20* and further analysis 
of the figures will be found in the form of tables in the monthly 
Report on Overseas Trade for Octobert due to be published on or 
about October 18. 

The table on page 683 shows summary figures for imports and 
United Kingdom exports. 

Note: These Trade Accounts figures differ from those for visible trade 
in the balance of payments, where imports are entered f.0.b. and insurance 
and freight, in so far as they are paid abroad, are included in invisible 
expenditure. There are also significant differences in timing and coverage 
between the two sets of figures.

Imports of Raisins from the 
United States

These licences will allow the import 
of one ton of seedless raisins for every two tons of Californian 
Thompson natural raisins purchased on and after the date of this 
Notice from the stocks held by the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food. 

First-hand distributors who purchase raisins from stocks held by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food will be notified by 
that Ministry of the details of the procedure and documentation 
required under the Mutual Security Act, and of the method of applying 
for an import licence. 


Licences will be valid for imports until March 31, 1956.

Canadian Graduates to Study 
Engineering in U.K. 


THIRTY-s1x Canadian graduates who have come to the United 
Kingdom to study engineering techniques were officially welcomed 
by the Permanent Under-Secretary of State for Commonwealth 
Relations, Sir Gilbert Laithwaite, at the Commonwealth Relations 
Office on Tuesday. Mr. Norman Robertson, the Canadian High 
Commissioner in the United Kingdom, was present at the function. 

This is the fifth party to come to this country for post-graduate 
studies under the Athlone Fellowship Scheme, which was founded 
five years ago, in response to the desire of British industrialists to 
encourage promising young men to come from Canada to study 
engineering techniques and equipment manufactured in this country. 


Under this scheme, which is financed by Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in conjunction with industry, 38 candidates are selected for 
Fellowships each year by the Canadian University Authorities, 
assisted by United Kingdom representatives. They spend two years 
in the United Kingdom doing post-graduate studies either in industry 
or at one of the Universities. The first and second parties have com- 
pleted their courses and gone back to Canada; the third party, who 
arrived in 1953, will almost all be returning this year. 


Of the fifth group, 36 Fellows have already arrived and two others 
will join the party later. The programme of training varies according 
to individual requirements; about half of this group will carry out 
their training programme in engineering works in different parts of 
the country. 


Interim Index of Retail Prices for August 


AT auGusT 16 the official index figure,* which measures changes 
in the average level of retail prices compared with the level at the 
base date, June 17, 1947 (taken as 100), was 149, compared with 150 
at July 12. 

The fall in the index during the month was due mainly to substantial 
reductions in the average prices of potatoes and cooking apples. These 
reductions were partly offset by increases in the average prices of 
eggs, bacon, coal and coke.

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Import and Export Prices in August 


A FALL of one point in the export price index in August, coupled 
with a stable import index, led to a rise in the terms of trade index 
of one point to 100. Despite this adverse movement, the index remains 
at a more favourable level than in any of the preceding twelve months, 
with the exception of July. 

The stable import price index was the result of compensating move- 
ments, the food, beverages and tobacco index falling by a further 
point to 97 and the basic materials and manufactured goods indices 
rising. The fall in the food index was due mainly to lower average 
values for oranges and New Zealand butter and to a further seasonal 
decline in tomato prices. The main feature in basic materials was a 
rise in rubber prices. In the index for imported manufactured goods 
there was a further rise in copper, which, forming 14 per cent. of our 








imports in Class D in 1954 and carrying a corresponding weight in 
the index, has accounted for most of the rise in the import price 
index for Class D in the past year. 


The fact that the bulk of our exports are in Class D (Manufactured 
goods) led, as is usual, to the movement in the total export price 
index corresponding to the change in the index for that Class. Apart 
from engineering products, average values in all the sub-divisions of 
manufactured goods exported declined in August — metals and textiles 
each by 2 points, other manufactures by one point. 


The Board of Trade Journal for March 26, 1955, page 658, explains 
the method of calculation of these index numbers and shows figures 
from January 1953 on the base 1954 = 100.

Modern Pharmacy Exhibition 


‘A MIRROR of modern pharmaceutical practice’ was the description 
applied to the National Pharmacy Exhibition by Mr. W. Talvan Rees, 
Chairman of the Executive Committee of the National Pharmaceutical 
Union, opening the Exhibition at the Victoria Halls, Bloomsbury 
Square, London, on Monday. 

Organized by the ‘British and Overseas Pharmacist,’ the exhibition 
offered much of interest to the pharmacist working in research 
laboratory, hospital dispensary or retail chemists’. The transition 
from the old apothecary’s shop was illustrated by the inclusion of 
cosmetics, toilet articles and display material, among the products on 
show; these were for the most part medical and pharmaceutical 
preparations, medical and surgical appliances, and laboratory apparatus 
and equipment. 

Among the new products noted at the Exhibition were an anionic 
emulsifier, specially developed to facilitate the manufacture of low 
viscosity oil-in-water emulsions based on oils and solvents; Terylene 
yarn surgical hose said to be impervious to sunshine and particularly 
suitable for hot climates; an apparatus for indicating the rate of blood 
transfusion by means of a red light which flashes as a drop of blood 
passes over two platinum electrodes; the first production model of 
an automatic blood particle counter, believed to be the first successful 
attempt at the automatic measurement of blood group and grade and 
size of particles; a homogenizer developed for the manufacture in 
small batches of pharmaceutical emulsions by ultrasonic cavitation; 
a machine for the packaging in strips of tablets and capsules with an 
auxiliary unit for handling coated tablets and capsules; and double 
wall polythene jars and nylon bottles still in the experimental stage. 

The Exhibition has been held concurrently with the congress of 
the International Pharmaceutical Federation, meeting in London, 
and it was expected that many of those attending would come to see 
some of the products available from British manufacturers and 
suppliers. 


Northern Antique Dealers’ Fair 


THE FIFTH Northern Antique Dealers’ Fair, which closed on 
September 17, was the most successful fair of its kind yet held at 
Harrogate. The attendance of buyers from all over the world was 
double that of last year. There were visitors from Australia, New 
Zealand, South Africa, Canada, Southern Rhodesia, Newfoundland, 
West Africa, the Gold Coast, Tasmania, India, Morocco, Pakistan, 
Kenya, France, Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Norway, Italy, Irish 
Republic the Argentine and 14 States of America.

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Output and Employment in the Cotton Industry 
in July 


PRODUCTION in the cotton industry in July, particularly in the 
weaving section, was sharply reduced. When allowance is made for 
holidays, however, it appears that the gradual decline which has 
been apparent throughout this year continued at about the same rate. 
The reduction of 4,500, or 1-7 per cent., in the number of employees 
on firms’ books was little greater than in recent months, but for the 
first time the drop was sharper in the weaving than in the spinning 
and doubling section. The total number on firms’ books was, at the 
end of the month, 84 per cent. less than a year previously; 10 per 
cent. less in spinning and doubling, and 7} per cent. less in weaving. 
The figures of numbers at work show a rather sharper fall, but the 
incidence of holidays makes this comparison unreliable. 

The rate of production of single yarn per working day was 5 per 
cent. lower than in June, but the fall was for the most part in coarse 
and waste cotton yarns and spun rayons, and a comparison with 
greater weight given to the finer yarns would probably show the 
reduction as little more than the average of about 14 per cent. per 
month in the first half of this year. Total production so far this year 
was 10 per cent. less than in the same period of last year. 


The rate at which cloth was woven showed a reduction of about 
2 per cent. compared with June, rather more than the average monthly 
fall so far this year. Compared with July 1954, production has fallen 
by about 17 per cent. Production in the first seven months of this 


_ 


year was 7 per cent. less than in the first seven months of 1954. 

The method of estimating production per working day is designed 
to produce figures comparable from month to month of the total 
weight of single yarn spun and the total yardage of cloth woven. 
Normally, it can be used for comparisons in more detail, but since 
changes in the composition of the totals can be due to varying incidence 
of holidays in different sectors of the spinning and weaving industries, 
it is considered unwise to do this for the summer holiday months. 
Similarly, no significance should be attached to the fact that consump- 
tion of yarn per yard of cloth woven was 15 per cent. more in July 
than in June; more mills had closed for holidays in the light-weight 
than in the heavier section of the weaving industry. 

The latest figure of production of all types of single yarn (for the 
week ended August 27) was 11:91 million pounds.

Modern Publicity 1955-56 

The Silver Jubilee issue of Art and Industry’s annual, ‘Modern 
Publicity,’ has been published by The Studio Ltd., 66 Chandos Place, 
London, W.C.2, price 35s. (by post 36s. 3d.). This twenty-fifth edition 
is a valuable work of reference for those engaged in advertising, 
whether they are agents, commercial artists or printers and engravers. 
The book consists of about 1,000 illustrations, 140 of which are in 
colour, of the most striking advertisements of the year from 31 
countries. These are collected together in sections which include 
Posters, Press Advertising, Direct Mail, Showcards and Packaging. 
Study of these illustrations will afford the serious student information 
about the efforts made in other countries to increase trade. 


Economic Usage of Materials 


A report on ‘Material Utilization in the Metal Working Industries’ 
has been prepared and published by the Institution of Production 
Engineers, 10 Chesterfield Street, London, W.1 (price 5s., post free). 
The report summarizes the findings of a committee set up to investi- 
gate the extent to which British industry is making the best use of 
materials. 

The information is presented in compact form in three sections:

Concrete Pipe and Block. This report contains information on 
the major aspects of plant production; manufacturing techniques, 
plant layout, items produced, machinery and equipment utilized, 
man-hour requirements by operations and the functions of manage- 
ment in co-ordinating production.

Fibre Cores for Wire Ropes 

B.S. 525:1955 ‘Fibre Cores for Wire Ropes’ has been revised in 
the light of the technical information available under present 
conditions. 

The standard covers a range of fibre cores of manila (Abaca), 
phormium tenax, sisal, hemp and jute, suitable for wire ropes § in.- 
4 in. circumference for cranes, lifts and hoists, shipping, oil wells and 
collieries. The limits of application and grade of fibre are stated, 
and sizes are given. Requirements for preservation and lubrication 
are specified, chemical and physical properties are stated, and tests 
are described. Price 3s. 


Pallets for Materials Handling 


B.S. 2629:1955 ‘Pallets for materials handling suitable for transport 
by road and rail’ standardizes a series of sizes and capacities of two-way 
aad four-way pallets which are acceptable to transport organizations 
and convenient for transport and storage within individual organiza- 
tions, so that palletized unit loads may be moved from manufacturer 
to consumer with a minimum of handling and with the widest possible 
range of handling equipment. Six sizes, giving an opportunity of wide 
application, have been specified, and there are three ratings for each 
size. 

Nomunal plan sizes, height from ground to underside of the top 
deck, free height for the entry of forks or fingers, bottom deck 
dimensional limits, and width of wing for winged pallets are specified. 
There is also a clause, with illustrations, giving a system of designa- 
tions which indicate briefly whether the pallet is two-way or four-way, 
its nominal plan size, whether it has a bottom deck, and in which 
directions it is possible for forks or fingers to enter. 

The clause on rating specifies the methods of support applicable 
to each of the possible ratings, and a clause on testing specifies over- 
loads for timber and all-steel pallets. 

An appendix contains 13 drawings. They show the dimensions of 
the minimum openings in the bottom decks of double-decked pallets 
necessary to permit the use of pallet trucks. 


This standard does not deal with methods of construction or with 
quality of materials. Price 5s. each. 


Air-break Switches and Isolators 

In revising the 1939 edition of B.S. 861 ‘Air-break switches,’ it 
has been found desirable to divide the standard into two Parts. 
B.S. 861 Part 1:1955 is now available and covers air-break switches 
and isolators for use on a.c. and d.c. systems with current ratings 
not exceeding 200 amperes at voltages of not more than 660 and 500 
respectively. Part 2 is at the moment under consideration. 

The new edition, which takes into account present-day manu- 
facturing techniques, lays down requirements for marking and 
construction and states the service conditions envisaged. Tests of 
making-capacity, breaking-capacity and temperature-rise are pre- 
scribed and temperature measurement is dealt with in an Appendix.

Quality of Timber and Workmanship in Joinery 

B.S. 1186:1955, ‘Quality of timber and workmanship in joinery - 
Part 2: Quality of workmanship’ contains provisions regarding quality 
of workmanship, and endeavours to define the standard considered 
acceptable for joinery for general housing and similar structures in 
respect of fit of parts and of surface finish. For the fit of parts, require- 
ments are specified with as much precision as is considered possible 
for various details of construction. For surface finish it is not thought 
possible at present to Hevelop a precise method of specification which 
would be generally acceptable and a simple form of definition has 
therefore been included. B.S. 1186 was revised and retitled in 1952 
when Part 1, dealing with quality of timber, was published. Price 2s. 6d. 


Flooring Tiles 


__ In order to bring it into line with current practice and to introduce 
improvements in the specification resulting from experience gained 
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since the previous edition, a revised British Standard, BS 1197:1955, 
‘Concrete flooring tiles and fittings,’ has been published. 

The revision covers the dimensions and workmanship of flooring 
tiles made with cement and inert aggregate. It specifies the cement 
that may be used and introduces for the first time sulphate resisting 
Portland cement. Also specified are the pigments and aggregate that 
may be used; shape and dimensions, and the finish and uniformity 
of colour.

Steam-heated Air-heater Batteries 


B.S. 2619:1955, ‘Method of test and rating for steam-heated air- 
heater batteries,’ specifies a method for the determination of the 
performance of steam-heated air-heater batteries. It describes the 
equipment required and gives instructions for the calculation and 
interpretation of results. 


Because of the expense and practical difficulties of providing test 
equipment for heater batteries of widely varying dimensions, the 
standard incorporates “Type testing,’ which gives guidance for the 
application of results, obtained from works or laboratory tests carried 
out on a representative heater battery, to the forecasting of the probable 
performance of a larger battery of the same arrangement and type of 
heating surface. 


It is proposed at a later date to publish standards for testing air- 
heater batteries for use with hot water and gas. Price 3s. 


Resistance Welding of Steel 


3.5. 2630:1955, ‘Projection welding of low carbon steel sheet and 
strip,’ is one of the process Standards in the comprehensive series 
for the resistance welding of steel. It specifies the general require- 
ments for the projection welding of low carbon steel sheet and strip 
under normal conditions of manufacture and service.

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Expanding Market in Norway for Enterprising 
United Kingdom Exporters 


This article has been written in the hope that it will be of some interest to United Kingdom visitors and exhibitors at the 

British Exhibition at Copenhagen, and others interested in Scandinavian markets. The article has been contributed by the 

Commercial Department of the British Embassy in Oslo. The Commercial Relations and Exports Department, Board of 
Trade, Horse Guards Avenue, London, S.W.1, will be glad to answer any questions arising out of the article. 





UNITED KINGDOM exporters exploring the Norwegian market will 
be aware that in spite of present difficulties it is a market well 
worth holding on to and is far too important to be neglected. 

Norway is a thriving country with vast hydro-electric power 
resources producing inter alia millions of pounds worth a year of 
electro-chemicals, aluminium, ferro-alloys, etc., as well as paper; 
it owns the third largest mercantile fleet in the world; it has made 
enormous industrial progress since the war and it has far-reaching 
plans for further industrial expansion. Its import requirements are 
accordingly large and varied. 

Norway’s population of only 3-4 million is comparatively small, but 
her visible imports represent such a large proportion of the goods 
and services consumed within the country (over 25 per cent.) that 
her aggregate imports tend to be higher than those of many countries 
with two or three times her population. The total value of her imports 
in 1954 was, in fact, over £360 million, having risen from £240 
million in 1950 and £60 million in 1938. Per capita the value of her 
imports in 1954 was over £100, which compares with less than £70 
imported per capita by the United Kingdom in the same year. She 
buys more from the United Kingdom than from any other country 
and per capita her purchases from the United Kingdom are higher 
than those of either Denmark or Sweden. 


Composition of Imports 

Ships are by far the largest single item of her imports. Over the 
last five years the total value of these imports has exceeded £225 
million. They reached a peak figure of £63 million in 1954. The result 
has been that the fleet has increased from just under 3 million g.r. 
tons at the end of the war to over 7 million g.r. tons during this year. 

The next eight important groups from the Western European 
manufacturers’ point of view are described below. Their agg-egate 
values in 1950 and 1954 are also given to show how they have increased 
over the last five years. These groups altogether represented two-thirds 
of Norway’s total imports in 1954. :

Widening Foreign Trade Gap 


As already indicated, the value of Norway’s total imports has risen 
by 50 per cent. over the last five years and by the middle of 1955 
were running at a level of £400 million. The rise can be traced to 
increases in nearly all the main groups of imports, but particularly 
to ships and machinery. Unfortunately, Norway’s exports have not 
kept pace in value with her imports. Although these are now also 
running at a record level, they have only increased from £140 million 
in 1950 to £208 million in 1954. The result is that the visible trade 
gap has widened from £100 million in 1950 to over £150 million in 
1954. 

Norway, like the United Kingdom, normally runs a visible trade 
deficit, which is covered by various net invisible receipts. During the 
past five years this deficit has been covered, first, by net receipts 
from shipping freights amounting to £55 million in 1950 and £82 
million in 1954, secondly, by the borrowing by shipping companies 
abroad for purchases of ships and, thirdly, by various other receipts 
including Government foreign loans, the use of credits with the 
European Payments Union, grants from the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization, and from the United States Mutual Assistance Pro- 
grammes, etc. 

It is obvious, however, that if the trade gap goes on widening 
Norway may find it increasingly difficult to cover it by the same means 
as hitherto. Any deficits she may incur in the European Payments 
Union will in future cost her 75 per cent. in gold payments instead 
of 50 per cent. This will mean, of course, that her credit in the 
European Payments Union will be used at a slower rate, but even so, 
she has only the equivalent of some $14 million left at her disposal. 
It is also true that she has recently signed the European Monetary 
Agreement which is intended to provide a source of short-term credits 
for countries with balance of payments difficulties when the European 
Payments Union is terminated. Nevertheless, the Norwegian Govern- 
ment has decided as a short term measure to reduce the trade deficit 
by cutting down her imports and thereby making the country less 
dependent on foreign loans. This decision will have the effect of 
retrenching the country’s position and enable her in the future to 
adopt a more expansive attitude to imports than she has been able to 
do in the past few months. 


The Government attribute the rising foreign trade deficit mainly 
to excessive investments, particularly in ships. To discourage invest- 
ment generally they imposed at the beginning of the year temporary 
taxes on all new ship contracts placed abroad or at home, on all imports 
of motor vehicles and tractors, and on all new building and construc- 
tion (except private housing). Last year they also reimposed import 
duties on machinery, suspended sinte the war. They have also applied 
strong pressure on the banks to cut down their advances to industry 
and commerce, particularly when these credits are applied for in 
order to finance imports. 


The Government have made it clear, however, that they have no 
intention of increasing the range of imports subject to licences and 
quotas. On the other hand, they have declared that they cannot 
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comply immediately with the recent resolution of the Organization 
for European Economic Co-operation in Paris to improve on their 
present 75 per cent. degree of liberalization. Moreover, this year, 
they have allocated a smaller amount of foreign exchange for licensed 
imports and have been tending during the year te delay the issue of 
import licences, 

These measures, to judge by the first half year’s import figures, 
have had no effect on the country’s total imports so far, but it is clear 
from banking statistics that bank credits are beginning to contract. 
The credit ‘squeeze’ and the other measures may well, thereforé, 
affect the total volume of imports next year. . 


Good Long-Term Prospects 


These measures, however, are intended to be short-term only 
and to deal with what the Government refer to as a temporary foreign 
exchange liquidity crisis. It is clearly the Government’s intention 
only to slow down, but not to abandon, their many schemes for 
industrial expansion. Among the most important of these is the further 
development of the country’s hydro-electric resources. Between now 
and 1962 the installed generating capacity of the country should have 
increased by 60 per cent., and by 1962 should exceed kW. 6 milliori: 
Some of this increased power will, it is true, go into growing domestic 
consumption, but industry as a whole, which consumed 10,000 
million kWh. in 1952, should be using at least 50 per cent. more by 
1962. In view of this future expansion of industry it is clear that in 
the long run the demand for imports will be well sustained. Moreover, 
as so many of the expanded industries will be producing for export, 
there should be an increasing amount of foreign exchange available 
to pay for imports. 


United Kingdom’s Share 


Since the war the United Kingdom has been, and still is, Norway’s 
largest supplier. According to Norwegian statistics, Norway’s imports 
from the United Kingdom reached a peak total last year of nearly 
£74 million. As will be seen from the tables below, however, the values 
of United Kingdom’s imports into Norway over the last five years 
have fluctuated considerably and have not kept pace with the steady 
rise in Norway’s total imports. Thus, while the United Kingdom’s 
share was as high as 23 per cent. in 1951, it had fallen to 20 per cent. 
in 1954. Imports from West Germany, on the other hand, have risen 
consistently and rapidly from £10 million in 1950 to £55-5 million 
in 1954. Her share of the market meanwhile rose from 4 per cent. in 
1950 to 16 per cent. in 1953, declining slightly again to 15 per cent. 
in 1954. The respective positions of the United Kingdom and of her 
three principal competitors in the Norwegian market are shown in 
the following table:

The fluctuations in the United Kingdom’s total imports into Norway 
are largely attributable to the wide variations in the values of ships 
supplied by the United Kingdom which have until now comprised 
her largest single import item into Norway. As will be seen in Table II 
below, these have varied in value from £25 million in 1951 to {11 
million in 1952 and up again to £19 million in 1954. Some £60 million 
worth of ships are still on order with United Kingdom shipyards 
for delivery during this and the next few years, but out of some £60 
million further orders for ships placed by Norwegian shipping 
companies since July 1954, none was placed with the United Kingdom. 
This was not only because United Kingdom prices were higher but 
also because they were not firm and because the United Kingdom’s 
deliveries at that time were so much longer than those of German, 
Swedish and other Continental yards. 


It is not possible within the space of this article to describe in detail 
those items of which imports from the United Kingdom have been 








<< = 
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unexpectedly low in recent years and imports from other countries 
have been more successful. 

An indication, however, is given in Table II below of West 
Germany’s increasing place in the market for ships and the next eight 
— import groups described in detail earlier in this article, 

he table shows the individual totals within these groups over the 
years 1950 to 1954 of the imports from the United Kingdom, West 
Germany and the next two leading suppliers, Sweden and the United 
States. Their respective percentage shares in 1950 and 1954 are also 
shown. From this table it will be seen that in every group West 
Germany’s shares have risen rapidly, notably in the transport equip- 
ment, textile and non-electrical machinery groups. The United 
Kingdom’s shares, particularly within the textile group, have fallen 
by contrast, except in the fuels and lubricants group.

Better Salesmanship Needed 

The United Kingdom’s high prices and long delivery dates are 
generally claimed by local importers to be the principal reasons for 
the decline in United Kingdom’s share of the market, not only 
within the ship group but in most other groups as well. These, 
however, are not the only reasons given. Unpunctual deliveries, 
failure to answer correspondence promptly and indifferent after-sales 
service are also often quoted, it is regrettable to record, as reasons 
why United Kingdom firms are losing orders and forfeiting goodwill 
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in this market. Many Norwegians appear to be reaching the con- 
clusion that their United Kingdom principals are not interested in 
this market and consequently, if they have not given up their United 
Kingdom agencies, they have at least taken on German ones in 
addition. These German agencies, although not directly competitive, 
may prove to be more lucrative or easier to work. Moreover, Norwegian 
business is being sought by an increasing number of German engineers, 
salesmen and managers who make numerous direct calls on the 
Norwegian firms concerned. 


The only remedy for this situation is for United Kingdom firms to 
visit their Norwegian agents and customers more frequently, and to 
send out more technicians to give better after-sales service. 

The defeatist argument is sometimes advanced that Germany 
had the major share of this market before the war and that it must 
only be a matter of time before she regains it. This argument fails 
to take into account the fact that Norwegians might well have a 
preference for buying British goods, provided always that these are 
made sufficiently attractive in price, quality and sales appeal. As this 
article has tried to point out, the Norwegian market today is very 
much larger than before the war. Quite apart from ships, the United 
Kingdom should be able to sell well over £50 million worth of goods 
a year to this country. There are good air and sea communications 
between the United Kingdom and Norway. It is to be hoped, therefore, 
that United Kingdom representatives will visit the country more 
frequently to take advantage of the welcome that awaits them, and to 
ensure thereby that the United Kingdom’s export trade to Norway is 
maintained and expanded. 


Trade and Financial Arrangements 





Anglo-Brazilian Payments 
Agreement 


THE BANK OF BRAZIL has authorized a further sterling remittance 
of £1,500,000 under the Anglo-Brazilian Payments Agreement of 
October 1, 1953. This brings the total of remittances authorized up 
to about £22 million and covers all applications for the remittance of 
sterling which were approved by the Bank of Brazil up to and including 
August 22, 1952. 

Brazil has now authorized the remittance of £6,050,000 since 
October 1, 1954. The minimum annual amortization laid down by 
the Agreement is £6 million.

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Great Expectations in Portuguese East Africa 





PORTUGUESE EAST AFRICA, alias Mozambique, is an expanding 
market in which the United Kingdom already plays a prominent 
part and in which there will be even greater scope in the future if 
exporters will avail themselves of the new openings created by current 
and projected development in the country. These are indicated, and 
appropriate suggestions tendered, in a new Economic Survey compiled 
by the British Consul General at Lourenco Marques and published 
by H.M. Stationery Office at 2s. 6d. (by post 2s. 8d.). 

Mozambique is primarily an agricultural territory and is an import- 
ant source of cheap raw materials for Metropolitan Portugal. The 
Province has very little industry and imports greatly exceed exports 
in value, yet its economy is remarkably sound and well-balanced and 
it holds comparatively strong gold and foreign exchange reserves. 
This is explained by the fact that Mozambique has considerable 
invisible earnings. A very important factor in the economy of the 
Province is the handling, by its ports of Lourenco Marques and 
Beira, and by its railways, of the imports and exports of the Transvaal, 
the Federation of Rhodesia and Nyasaland and, to a smaller extent, 
of the Belgian Congo: another important factor is the supply of 
labour for the mines of the Transvaal and the Rhodesias. The large 
revenues from those two sources, and the revenue from the not 
inconsiderable tourist trade, tip the balance of payments of the Province 
in the right direction. 


Big Capital Programmes 


But Mozambique must not be judged only on its present record 
(says the Survey). The Province is launching out on a programme of 
development which, if all goes well, will mean greatly increased pros- 
perity. Partly under the aegis of the Portuguese Six-Year Develop- 
ment Plan (1953-58), and partly in accordance with the new policy 
of the Provincial Government, much capital is being shrewdly 
invested. Vigorous efforts are being made to develop and exploit 
the natural resources and productive capacity of the territory. New 
ports and railway lines are being constructed; existing ports and 
railway lines are being improved and expanded; additional locomotives 
and rolling-stock are being purchased; airfields are being enlarged; 
hydro-electric power generating projects and large land settlement 
and irrigation schemes are being carried out; a very thorough geo- 
logical and mineral survey has been completed; drilling for oil is

proceeding; radio and telephone communications are being modern 
ized and expanded; the road network is being extended. 

From all this the Survey infers that the Province will continue for 
some time to provide an expanding market for capital goods; but the 
writer expects it will also continue to depend on imports for the bulk 
of its consumer goods. Of these, the United Kingdom has always 
been a leading supplier. It must ‘be remembered that the European 
population of the Province is very small - only 50,000 — and some of 
them have modest means; but with the opening up and development 
of the territory, its 5, 650, 000 Africans are ‘slowly evolving and 
developing a taste for a variety of re European consumer 
This, says the Survey, should not be ignored by British manu- 
facturers. 


The Province’s Trade with United Kingdom 


We have a consistently favourable balance of trade with Portuguese 
East Africa. Her imports from the United Kingdom rose steadily 
from Contos 340,000 in 1951 to Contos 405,000 in 1953. (One Conto = 
1,000 escudos = £12 10s.): a list of commodities with f.0.b. values in 
sterling for 1954 and the first half of 1955 is added in a table at the 
end of this article. Her exports to the United Kingdom, on their much 
smaller scale, increased from Contos 42,000 to 60,000 in the same 
period. As the Province’s trade with other countries of the Sterling 
Area follows a rather similar pattern, it is fortunate (the Survey 
comments) that so large a proportion of her invisible earnings are in 
sterling currency, thus providing adequate resources to pay for 
sterling imports. 

The Survey’s notes on Mozambique’s imports suggest the following 
considerations on items of interest to British exporters: 

Chemicals: Very small demand for industrials. 

Iron and steel: Steady demand for all types of hardware. Belgium 
heads the United Kingdom in the supply of bars and sheets. 

Machinery: The demand for agricultural machinery and imple-~ 
ments is rising steadily, and the a oop > conn is well to — fore 
in supplying it, particularly machinery for manufacture of sugar; 
but it should be borne in mind that the bulk of cultivation is. still 
done by African farmers whose requirements are confined to the 
simpler type of implements such as hoes, hand ploughs, etc. The 
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United Kingdom was the leading supplier of industrial machinery in 
1951-52, but in 1953 was overtaken by the Netherlands, who in that 
year supplied excéptionally large quantities. 


Hydro-electric and other development projects are improving 


the demand for the heavier types of equipment, such as generators 
and motors, and here the United Kingdom leads. 


Motor vehicles: The import of cars and trucks goes up steadily. 
‘Strong competition between various foreign manufacturers repre- 
sented locally has resulted in such extended credit to buyers that few 
white families in Lourenco Marques do not own a car. United King- 
dom manufacturers are obtaining a substantial part of the trade.’ 


Pharmaceuticals: A wide range is imported into the Province 
and pharmacies are amply stocked with most well-known brands of 
specialities. Imports average about 180 tons a year, worth some 
Contos 30,000. Many medicines, such as those used for the treatment 
of malaria, sleeping sickness, syphilis, tuberculosis, diabetes, leprosy 
and other infectious diseases, are allowed in duty-free. Before a 
pharmaceutical speciality can be imported, a qualified chemist must 
report to the Council of Health and Hygiene on its composition and 
uses, and all such products must have a label showing, in Portuguese, 
the formula or ingredients. 


Railway engines and rolling-stock: The United Kingdom’s 
share has been ‘distressingly small.’ When contracts were awarded 
for the bulk of the rolling-stock, engines, etc., required for the Limpopo 
Railway extension to the Rhodesian border (which is by far the most 
important development in the railway history of this Province in 
recent years), German, Belgian and United States firms once again 
reaped the fruits to the exclusion of British firms. “The reason for 
the latter’s failure has been repeatedly ascribed to lengthy deliveries 
and inability to quote fixed prices.’ 


Textiles: Portugal, assisted by a protective quota system, supplies 
most of the cotton textiles, but the United Kingdom, in second place, 
still retains a substantial hold on the market for the finer qualities; 
about 20 per cent. of the modest demand for silks; and 31 per cent. 
of the trade in woollen goods. Imports of jute manufactures are 
increasing with the growth of agricultural production. 


Import Regulations 


An important method of protecting national products from foreign 
competition is the limiting of the iraport of competitive products to a 
fixed proportion of the value of imports from Metropolitan Portugal. 
For instance, the import of certain varieties of cotton textiles of foreign 
origin may be restricted up to 30 per cent. of the value of imports from 
Portugal; for other varieties the figure may be 50 per cent. or 80 per 
cent. In certain cases, the withholding of all import permits for goods 
competing with Portuguese or local products is an added measure of 
protection to the national industry. Cases in point are products such 
as leather, wooden furniture, fibrous cement, window glass, domestic 
sewing machines, margarine, nails, etc., the import of which is not 
usually permitted. 


Firms wishing to import goods into the Province must first obtain 
from the Import Board a Certificate of Registration, which is equivalent 
to an Import Licence. This enables them to procure, at the appropriate 
moment, the necessary foreign exchange to meet their commitments. 
Except for goods covered by the protective quota system and other 
restrictions described above, Import Licences are now granted fairly 
freely for goods from countries which are members of the European 
Payments Union. As so much sterling is earned by the Province for 
services rendered to its neighbours, local importers of United Kingdom 
goods on the open list generally experience little difficulty in obtaining 
licences from the Import Board. 


Business Methods 


On business methods and representation, the Survey says: 


“There exist three distinct divisions in the type and quality of merchandise 
that will find a sale on this market: one caters for the normal requirements 
of a modern and relatively wealthy, but limited, society; the second, for a 
much larger, albeit primitive and impoverished community; the third and 
most important, for the numerous and varied requirements of Government 
departments. 


‘Newcomers to trade here will generally find that in order to secure a 
foothold for their products they must be prepared to face and overcome 
extremely stiff competition. Because its scope is limited in many respects, 
this market is threatened with overcrowding, and it is becoming increasingly 
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difficult to find reputable agents willing to undertake additional representa- 
tion unless the products in question offer good prospect of a substantial 
and lucrative turnover. 


‘British-made goods enjoy a good reputation in the Province and com- 
plaints about quality and delivery have been rare. There are, nevertheless, 
some essential factors which United Kingdom exporters should be careful 
not to overlook if they wish to maintain and develop their trade in this 
market. The normal and popular method of trading here is for local firms 
to secure sole agencies of overseas manufacturers or exporters. These 
agencies may be worked on a commission basis, on a purchasing account 
or on a consignment account, according to whatever arrangement is con- 
sidered most advantageous between the two contracting parties. It is import- 
ant that United Kingdom firms wishing to trade with Mozambique should 
realize that strong resentment exists in local business and official circles 
against indirect representation and that it is undesirable in general to attempt 
to sell in this market through agents in neighbouring territories, such as 
the Union of South Africa or the Rhodesias. United Kingdom firms would 
be well advised not to allow themselves to be prevailed upon to include 
Mozambique in the territory to be covered by their agents in those neigh- 

ring countries. Growing resentment against such practice has resulted 
in the tightening up of the interpretation of the immigration laws as they 
affect commercial travellers, who are now subjected to rather cumbersome 
formalities before they can obtain a Commercial Licence authorizing them 
to solicit business from local importers. On the other hand, a business visitor 
who is not a commercial traveller (i.e. someone visiting this territory to 
discuss business with his established agent or with the object of appointing 
an agent) is made very welcome. 


‘It is extremely desirable, particularly when tendering for Government 
contracts, for British manufacturers to quote fixed prices and delivery 
dates; failure to do the former has, of recent years, contributed to the loss 
of several important Government contracts. It is also most important 
that tenderers for such contracts should obtain from the Commercial 
Relations and Exports Department of the Board of Trade, London, or 
from their local agents (through whom, according to the law, the tender 
must be submitted) full information about regulations governing the 
form of submission of such tenders; for these regulations must be strictly 
adhered to. Cases have occurred in recent years of United Kingdom 
tenderers, whose terms and conditions have otherwise been most favourable, 
losing a contract through failing to observe one or more of the regulations. 
All tenderers’ agents must, by law, have their names registered with the 
Permanent Purchasing Commission of the Treasury Department at Lourenco 
Marques. 


‘In conclusion, however well served United Kingdom manufacturers 
or exporters may be by their local representatives on this market, there is 
nothing which will further their interests more than periodical visits to 
this territory by leading members of the firm concerned in order to make 
personal contact with clients, investigate local conditions, and learn at 
first hand the trends and prospective developments in this Province.’

From the Commercial Department, British Embassy 
in Brussels 


CONSUMER goods are the salient feature and the main attraction 
of the 10th Ghent International Fair which opened on September 10 
and will close on September 25. First held in 1946, this important 
autumn exhibition has both an international and domestic character 
and, after the Brussels International Fair, is the most popular trade 
show in Belgium. Through the initiative and enterprise of its organizers 
and the large number of visitors it regularly draws, the Fair has become 
an effective shop window for the display of every type of consumer 
goods. There nevertheless seems to be a lack of appreciation on the 
part of many United Kingdom manufacturers of its possibilities as a 
means of sales promotion. 


Whilst the Fair, in its consumer goods groups, is intended primarily 
to attract the local Flemish-speaking retailer and consumer, it is 
visited by a large number of Belgian and foreign buyers for its textile, 
hardware, electrical, machine tool, printing and office equipment 
exhibits, whilst its dairy and agricultural machinery sections attract 
dairy farmers, market gardeners and horticulturists from all parts 
of Flanders and the Netherlands. 


250 German Firms Exhibiting 


As is now customary at all West European trade fairs, the Federal 
German Republic provides the greatest number of foreign exhibits. 
In all there are more than 1,300 exhibitors, of whom about 250 are 
German. The United Kingdom, with more than 50 firms, takes fourth 
place amongst the 23 foreign countries represented at the Fair. Last 
year total attendance exceeded 459,000, of whom more than 11,000 
were foreign trade buyers. This year no effort or expense has been 
spared to publicize the Fair both in Belgium and abroad and consider- 
able initiative has been shown in the staging of prestige and propa- 
ganda exhibits. As a result the organizers are confident that the total 
number of visitors this year will reach the half million mark. 

The Fair is being held in the Palais des Floralies, the vast horti- 
cultural halls and ornamental gardens covering a total area of 14 
acres which are the scene of the world famous Ghent flower shows. 
Czechoslovakia, one of the four countries besides Belgium officially 
represented at the Fair, has its own national section, but otherwise 
all goods are displayed in the appropriate trade sections. The main 
groups are foodstuffs and beverages, electrical and non-electrical 
domestic appliances, textile machines, hardware and small tools, 
electrical goods and heating appliances, machine tools, builders’ 
and decorators’ equipment and supplies, office machinery and 
agricultural machinery. 

The organizers of the Ghent Fair have always shown great ingenuity 
in staging specialized displays and self-contained exhibitions within 
the Fair itself as a means of enhancing its prestige. This year is no 
exception and in addition to the usual commercial exhibits featured 
at all international trade fairs, three specialized exhibitions are taking 
place at the same time and as an integral part of the Fair. These are 
“The Second Belgian Printing, Paper and Allied Trades Exhibition,’ 
‘The First International Exhibition of Photography, Cinema Projection 
and Television’ and “The First International Exhibition of Laboratory 
Equipment.’

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The first Belgian Printing Exhibition was held at Ghent m 1951, 
but this year the scope of the exhibition has been extended to imclude 
paper-making, book-binding and stationery. Not only are printing 
and book-binding amongst the oldest Belgian industries, but Belgian 
printing is justly renowned throughout the world (the first multi- 
lingual Bible was printed in Belgium). An International Congress 
of Master Printers is being held in conjunction with the Fair and a 
delegation from the British Federation of Master Printers promised 
to attend. The well-presented commercial display of presses in opera- 
tion and the exhibits of presses used in the Middle Ages are arousing 
great interest. Many of the exhibits are loaned by the famous Plantin 
Moretus Museum in Antwerp, said to be the only national printing 
museum in the world; they include some of the earliest newspapers 
to be printed in Ghent, and the press, actually shown in operation, 
on which the very first Ghent newspaper was printed more than 100 
years ago. 


The Exhibition of Photography, Cinema Projection and Television 
and the Exhibition of Laboratory Equipment comprise mainly 
commercial exhibits. The principal attraction of the former (in a 
country where television is still a comparative novelty) is a camera 
televising visitors to the Fair so that they can see es on the 
many television receivers displayed. 

The Belgian Congo, Luxembourg, Portugal and Czechoslovakia 


have national stands or pavilions. 


National and Trade Days are a special feature of the Ghent Fair. 
On British day, Wednesday, in the absence of an Ambassador, Mr. 
E. B. Boothby, Her Majesty’s Charge d’Affaires, accompanied by 
Mr. J. C. Petersen, First Secretary (Commercial) of the British Em- 
bassy in Brussels, and members of the British Chamber of Commerce 
in Belgium (Inc.), arranged to make an official tour of the Fair, 
visiting stands displaying British goods and inspecting the exhibits. 


Introducing New Products 


Whilst staged on a much smaller scale than many other European 
international fairs, the Ghent Fair is a valuable means of introducing 
new products to the 44 million Flemish-speaking inhabitants of 
Belgium. Generally stands at the Fair are not elaborate and only a 
moderate amount is spent on their construction and decoration. 
Many firms use the same stand year after year. 


Those United Kingdom manufacturers currently selling consumer 
goods in Belgium might with advantage discuss with their Belgian 
agents how their products can best be presented at such important 
local events as the Ghent Fair. Retail sales are permitted and for 
certain articles the business transacted there more than covers the 
cost of exhibiting. At this year’s Fair many retailers of domestic 
electrical appliances and household articles are booking sufficient 
orders to pay the cost of their stand. Retailers, however, are only 
concerned with taking orders at the Fair or in interesting local 
consumers, and their stands may not always do credit to the British 
goods displayed on them. For this reason, and in view of the sub- 
stantial number of foreign visitors who visit the Ghent Fair each 
year, United Kingdom firms should, if possible, try to ensure that 
their goods are exhibited by their main agents rather than by local 
retailers. 

United Kingdom firms intending to exhibit at the 1956 Ghent 
International Fair are advised to have their publicity and display 
material in Flemish and to ensure that their stand perso have a 
good working knowledge of the French and Flemish languages.

Decisions on Tariff Commission 
Recommendations 


BELow is the text of the Resolutions, dated August 13 and 23 
respectively, announcing the Indian Government’s decisions on the 
Tariff Commission’s Reports on the Engineers’ Steel Files Industry 
and the Machine Screw Industry. 


Engineers’ Steel Files 

No. 17 (3)-T.B./54.— The Tariff Commission has submitted its Report 
on the Engineers’ Stee! Files Industry on the basis of an inquiry under- 
taken by it under Section 11 of the Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recom- 
mendations are as follows: 

(1) The industry should be granted protection up to December 31, 
1959, and the undermentioned rates of specific duties should be 
levied on steel files and rasps (including saw files but excluding 
jewellers’ files, watch-makers’ files, other needle files, mill tooth 
files, rotary power files and ampoule files) of the following sizes:

The above rates of duty should, however, be reviewed at the end of 
two years. 


(2) The files industry should be allowed to import its requirements of 
grinding wheels of 30 in. diameter and above as grinding wheels 
of those sizes are not produced by the domestic industry. 

(3) While formulating their import policy, Government should take 

into account the data furnished in the Commission’s Report regarding 

the rated capacity of the industry, actual production and demand. 

The Indian Standards Institution should expedite the formulation 

of standard specifications for Engineers’ Steel Files. 

(5) The Director General of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
should record the statistics of imports of the protected categories 
of files and rasps separately in quantity and value so that more accurate 
assessment of domestic demand may be obtained during the next 
review. 

(6) Government should, as far as possible, obtain the requirements of 
steel files from domestic sources, provided the quality is satisfactory 
and the price is reasonable. 

(7) The quality of the domestic product is fairly good. The domestic 
industry should improve its quality still further so that its products 
may be more acceptable to principal institutional consumers like the 
railways, ordnance factories and also the trade. 

(8) The Raymond Woollen Mills Ltd. should maintain detailed ccst 
records so that more accurate data may be available in the future.

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2. Government accept recommendation (1). The specific duties referred 
to are being brought into force with immediate effect* and further steps 
to implement this recommendation will also be taken. 

3. Government accept recommendations (2) to (6) and will take suitable 
steps to implement them as far as possible. 

4. The attention of the industry is invited to recommendation (7). 

5. The attention of the Raymond Woollen Mills Ltd. is invited to recom- 
mendation (8).

Machine Screw badiintey: 


No. 18 (1)-T.B./55.— ‘The Tariff Commission has submitted its report 
on the continuance of protection to the Machine Screw Industry on the 
basis of an inquiry undertaken by it under Sections 11 (e) and 13 of the 
Tariff Commission Act, 1951. Its recommendations are as follows: 

(1) The machine screw industry needs further protection. The protective 

duty should be levied at 50 per cent. ad valorem or 9 annas per gross, 
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whichever is higher. This duty should remain in force up to December 
31, 1957. 

(2) Provided there are no serious administrative difficulties, import 
quotas for machine screws should be fixed on the basis of quantity 
and not of value. 

(3) Allotment of quotas of mild steel wire to screw manufacturers should 
be increased so as to meet their requirements on two shift basis. 

(4) In case there is scarcity of indigenous mild steel wire at any time, 
licences should be granted to manufacturers to import their require- 
ments of mild steel wire. 

(5) The Indian Standards Institution should finalize standard specifica- 
tions for machine screws expeditiously. 


2. Government accept recommendation (1). The protective duty 
recommended by the Commission is being brought into force with immediate 
effect.t Steps will also be taken in due course to extend the period of pro- 
tection to the industry up to December 31, 1957. 

3. Government also accept recommendations (2) to (5) and will take 
suitable steps to implement them as far as possible.

GREECE 
Changes in Import Regulations 


A GREEK Foreign Trade Board Decision (Protocol No. 37950, 
effective from September 2), amends the provisions of Decision 6550 
of February 16 (see the Board of Trade Journal of March 5, page 532). 

Importers who relinquish their import approvals are no longer 
required to forfeit a percentage of their deposit and this deposit 
will be refunded to them after three months from the date of placing 
it with the Bank. Fines will, however, still be imposed on importers 
who allow their import approvals to lapse. The validity period of 
import approvals for items on Lists P (90 days list).and F2 (certain 
essential foodstuffs) has been increased to six months. 

Steps are also being taken to ensure that there is no avoidance of 
the import regulations in respect of goods marked ‘in transit’ or in 
transit with the documents made out in the name of a Bank.
